March 4.— In the house, on 
motion of Mr. .\nder8on, of Iowa, the joint 
resolution to promore eominercl.il union 
with Canada wus passed.

A moment 
lat^r the sound of the pistol shot was heard, 
and on entering the room the olTl<'ers found 
Pigott dead. lie had shot himself in the 
mouth, dying instantly.

Tha Winter's Wt athan 

The rainfall for the winter has been 
cousiderubly below the average. For 
February the deficiency was 2.15 inches, 
the actual fall being inches. Tiiere 
have been a large number uf raius,but they 
have been light as a rule and there have 
been but few storms. 

In the matter of snow, this winter has 
fallen far liehind tlie record of any pre- 
vious year. For February the total was 
1.25 inches. There have been no severe 
cold epulis, and the little snaps that diii 
come were soon over. The normal aver- 
age temperature for this latitude la 86.9". 

Theartii il avenge temperature for the 
past wiuier was 30 2^ a little more tban 
half a degree colder that the average. 
The normal feinperatnre for February 
was :>7 8', while the month just closed 
shows a temperature of 32.2°, almost a 
freezing point all the way through. Jan- 
uary was 2° warmer tban usual, and De- 
cember 1° warmer than the average. 

February wsa alao lemarksble lor the 
wide flootoationa in the mercury. The 
warmaatdaj was the I(Uh,when the figure 
waa 68^, tha coldest was Otb, when the 
temperature waa 6". Tbaaa ware also the 
warmest and tha COidsat dtja Of tha en- 
tire winter.
